Hocont discluauroa have forced tho 
cotiviotioti upon tho minds of tho country 
that this aupromacy at |u-oaunt is only an 
imaj^inary one, tho truii stato of thi^ navy 
boiiig aucli that the conibuiation of aluio.it 
any two foriMiju powora would oxcood tho 
British atruugth. All kinds of atatoiuunts 
and statistics have boon published toshon- 
tho conditiorj of tho navy, ono of tho 
moat intordstiu;^ and practical boini; a ru 
cont Icttor from Sir I'^dward Rood to tho 
Ldiidon Tunes, coutainuii; sonio vory aon- 
siblii advico. liut the pith of tho loltor 
lies in tlio oom'parativo tables of tho navies 
of tho world. Ho adopts tho standard of 
displftooaient aa "giving tho fairest avail- 
able approximate measuro of tlio power of 
ahiiia." Acc-ordinj,' to tlio statistics tlio 
«lnpa I f tlio liriti.sh navy, all tcdd, includ- 
ing' largo and small, weak and strong,', old 
and luAv, coniplelod and undor construc- 
tion, are roprcsciitcd by a displacement of 
4;}7,"J10 tons. Tho navy of Franco, all 
told, displivcea 425,000 tons, eo that tho 
addition of one first-class ironclad of 11,- 
000 tons would place her on a level with 
tho liu^liali. It fidlows that a combina - 
ti(in of Franco and any other lar-^e power 
tvould place England ni a position of de- 
cidod inferiority, The naval streni^th of 
Italy is inoasiirod by a displacement of 
127,000 t.uiM, rf Russia by one of 105,000 
t(/iis, of (Jeriiiany by one of 104,000 tons, 
and of Austria by one of 00,400 tons. 
Tho lleeia of Spam, llnlland, Denmark 
and othur inferior powers, though weak, 
might make theuiaelvea felt in coalition 
with others. England cannot aH'ord to 
loBO her jirestigo on the seas; alio has a 
groat onipiro to defend and an onorinou:i 
trade to protect. There is no duubt that 
the cause of the reducod navy is tho un- 
willingness of the treasury departmont to 
incraaso tho navy estimates, but thia is 
ridiculuaa in view nf the enormous rev- 
enues of the country, e.S[ieeially when it 
is remenilioriMl that lari,'6 auriilnsos are 
annually exin-iKleil in variou.'( popular 
way.i. The only cour.se for Kiigland is to 
keep alirea.st of all tho ^reat powers by 
niaiiitaiiiing a largo :md fully o<|ui[)ped 
navy, for tlie reign of peace has not yet 
coninieiioed. The bill passed by the next 
j)arliaineut will probably provide for a re- 
construLiti.in of si. mo of the ob^ideto voa- 
aels iiiiw ni tho navy and the building of a 
nuiiibor of torpedo boats and other light 
craft suited to tho requiromonts of modorji 
■warfare. 

BJilTAIN'S GIlliATNMSS. 

Tho Chicago llerald says: Lot us not 
delude oor.iolve.s with lict,itious greatness. 
There is aimthor country at whoso great- 
ness we may well pause for contemplation. 
Its area oxcoods eight and a half million 
sipiare miles. Tho basis of its power is 
not land, but wator. Its greatness is 
mariliuie, and its coast lino is twenty 
eiyht tlimisand live hundred miles long. 
It lies on bnth aides of tho (^(iuatwr, and 
its houiularit'S touch the extromoa of heat 
aud cold. Its uncultivated area, which 
can bo made to feed unborn millions, 
without tho liolp of the United States, 
covers millu. Or! of sijuare miles. ]tco[i- 
taina oiio hundred thousand s(|Uure miles 
of forest, vvliich aro being jealously pre 
served, while oura are being ruthlessly 
sacrificed. Its population amounts to 
315,000,000 souls, including pretty nearly 
all the races kninvn to man. Its revenue 
for giivorinni'Mt amounts to nioro than a 
thou.^aiid nulliuii duilars annually, only 
one-fourth uf which is levied in direct 
taxation.

Its se.i-gtjiiig 
tonnage amounta to eight and a half mil- 
lions. It .surp.asses in steamers all other 
powers on the globe, and nearly equals 
their combined ti/tal in .sailing vessels. 
Forty -luiut per cent, of tho carrying 
power of tho world is under its tlag. .More 
than half the ship earnings from froigiits 
and passengers belong to it. Two-lhirds 
of tho tounagp annually built belongs to 
it. Tlie banks of that empire transact 
one-third of tho business of tho entire 
world. Its manufactures comprise unfi- 
tliird of tho.se of all Europe. It uses UO 
per cent, of tho horse-power of tho world. 
Its enormous debt, which it uses aa the 
most profitable investment of its own 
earnings, amounts to only nine per cent, 
of its weallh. It is the weallllio.st state 
in tlu! World, ami its wealth has been 
luaiie by its I'.xiiorts. Its name is (Jroat 
I'.ritaiii, anil ii iiliandonod, after a full 
and fair trial, the ecmomic policy to 
which the United iStatea latuously cling.s. 
It sends its ships to every clime; it offora 
its wares ill every port; it asks no tax on 
articles I iU'ered in exchange, and I he car- 
goes its ships carry back to thoir wdiarves 
enrich it as much aa Ihoao they hud 
borno away.

girls eontrary to law. These children, laany 
of tbi'iii not yet in tin ir teens, were doing 
vory sevi'ro work. Han'-fooliil, bare-b;g- 
ged and Hountily clad, freipienlly up to tb'.iir 
Kiieo.i in mini and water, they bad to carry 
nnd pill' bricks, working far beyond their 
Ktreiigtb. It froquciiitly happened thiit 
tlu se children dropped exhausted in their 
toil, only (o bo rudely recovered aud forced 
by till! foreinuii to go on with their work. 
Thero is a good deal oi indignation nt'tlie 
nr;>".'.<.', ami several proprietors hare been 
lined very heavily.

Sewers and Sanitation. 

To THE EoiToa: — have already alluded 
to tho fact that two largo citiea, Shangliai 
and Canton, have no sewers and no ty- 
phoid fever. If popular "scientific" idea* 
of hygiene aro correct, these cities should 
be hot-beds of that disease. !!ut alas.' for 
Caucasian pride, Oriental nationa aro in 
advance of ua in thia and many other 
things. 

Our own Mongolian quarters should 
have all manner of aicknessea on the same 
tliein'y. but the tacts very iucouaidtii - 
ately refuse to .support our notions of hy- 
giene. 1 take it, therefore, that those 
notions ,iro false. 

This opinion is confirmed by tho "Jap- 
anese Health Report" J 870-7, luado up 
after aovoral years preparation on tho Fu- 
ropoun plan. This report gives tho gon- 
oral mortality of that ompiro at 5.84 per 
thousand, and, making allowance for ad- 
mitted "iiiconipletonosa," is extrenudy 
sigiiilicant when wo relleet that tho mor- 
tality of London is in the neighborhood 
of 21 per thousand, and in some other 
(lortions of Europe twice as high. I pre- 
sume there aro no sowers in Japan. 

Of ccmrao 1 do not attribute tho superior 
health of the Orientals to the absenco of 
sowers alone, fur thoy liavu litllo kiiowl- 
odgo of "aoientitic" niedieino also,to which 
might bo added other reasons. 

1 cannot go into tbia matter as fully in 
i\ newspaper article as to explain cvory- 
tliing pertaining to this subject. lJut let 
us consider tho sewer and ly|ilioid fever; 
and as some of your readers have no faith 
in any atateuieut unless a piece ni rod 
ta[io llaiiga to it, 1 ouoto iho fidliuvm^ 
from lectures by W. Oaley, M. U. , F. U. 
('. 1\, physician to the London Fever

Now, aup\)oso we have a sys'ein of sow- 
ers branching into every house.

Mind you, the "dirt" is not (he poison, 
but thus becoinostho vehicle of the poison, 
and, eiceptiiii; when aided by sewers, is 
not nearly so dangerous a veluelo as 
"iHire" water, '■sparkbng and l>ii'.;!it.

"Hushing," the "dirt" might thus bo in a

The poisons of all infectious diseases 
doty alike tho microaco|io, crucible .iiid 
Bpectroscope. The pus of a smallp-x 
pustule can be diatinguislo'd fn'io ims 
from a common boil only by its ell'i-. ts. 
As to waahinK such things away, theivforo, 
it is vain to hope for success. It is ini 
possible. 

The proper way to dispose I'f ''diii, 
which ill itself is only a nuisanee, is by 
the plan adopted by nature loo self ami 
copied by tho Orientals, vi/.. , to place it 
whore naturo'rt subtle alchemy will convert 
it into gold by recnmposiiion ; or if soil 
oiiougli ia wanting in Vancouver laland, 
elu nip it into I he sea. 

It is against my interests to 
out. It will ho bi'tter for the 
isolatiiin of infected households 
ered impossible by sewers.

Looking at the vi, w fr-'in mir 
house, I have often iiiiagiiied thai l nphidy, 
tho gifted author of "Uock of .Ages," uins^ 
have Mtood here when ho eomptmed that 
iVumortal hymii. Some eastern trieiids 
say our beach is not attraelive, 
but to lUH it is delinbtfiil to stand 
ten feet alinve tie, sea ami Innk niil- 
ward. \ beautiful resnrt is Cellar 
Hill, rising to the lielehi of nine hnndrcd 
and six feet, the summit of which is 
gained by stono stops. Then we have 
Boacon Hill, with a race course around 
it. Thero are cannon upon it, 6red every 
night at 9 o'clock. A corps of volun- 
toera is regularly emidnycd in the fnrt. 
Two miles away there i.-, a place e-dled 
Esquimalt, wlier« a maii-nf-war ia sta- 
tioned. The roads all around this place 
are bettor far than Missiasaga street in 
your own town; we have no frnat to cut 
thoni u|i. I'ruit is now good and plenti- 
ful, as are all kinds of vegetables. We 
are bleased with the absence nf the pnin 
to bug. No wnrm in cubbage, and many 
of them would not ontor a wash tub. 
Green peas cuuld be purchased on 1st 
October. There are great varieties uf 
fish. 1 biiuuhl lifteen-pniinds .salmnn fnr 
fifly cents. (>iir iinim-y is 1 1 u it e d illi-reii '. 
from j nnr.--; \i e use "bits" where ymi 
would use cents. If ynu are buyinn ten 
cents wiirlh nf anylhing and give twenty- 
live cents, you will only receive tun cents 
back, no tivo conta being iu circulatbni. 
Money is no consideration here. Tln-y 
think no nmre of channiiin a l wi-nty dnllar 
gnld piece than ynii wmiUl a liveitnllar 
hill. Nearly all gnlil ami silver ii.<ed here. 
Altogether this is a iimst delinlitiul [ilacn, 
tho climate all that could he desired, and 
knowing that relatives from whom 1 am 
sejiarated are in good health, I can feel 
very haiipy and contented in my now 
home.

A Greek OlivD Oil Factor)'. 

(Mac niillair.s Magazine.] 
From the clmrchcs our host took us to 
inspuct an olive oil factory, of whicli tliere 
are several in Pyrghi, so that the stream 
which waters tbo village is brown with 
olive jaico,' like water tinged with peat in 
an Irish bog. Hero tbuy use no iniicliinery 
or modern appliances in pressiiag the uil, 
merely the old primitive wooden press. 
Women, or sometimes mules, wulk ro'.mil 
and round revolving u whuul which 
crushes the olives; in this condition they 
])iit thcni into .sacks and then into that 
" hhu'k-faced heifer which devours oak 
wood. '■ as tlic 1, 'hiole.s, in their lifriirativo 
way, ar».' wont ti> duscril)e their ovens. 
Tlie sac "ts are then placed one over the 
other in the press, and two men turn a 
])()sl which |iulls a rope, which drajjjs a 
slick, which tiL;htcns tlie press, aiui the 
oil oiizes into llie reerplacle prcjiared for 
it, with water inside. The oil and water, 
of course, do not unialLTauiate, the dreics 
sink to the liDlloin, and the pure oil Hows 
into jurs prepared for it. -

the people have for olives in a purely 
olive-growini; country. "An olive with a 
kernel gives a houl to a man. " is a true 
luluge with Iheui. It is the princiiml fat 
teuiug at... sustaining food in a country 
Avhete hard.y any meat is eaten. It lakes 
the place of the potato In Ireland, iiiul on 
the olive crop depends the welfare of 
uuiuy. An olive vard is jireseDted to the 
church by way of glebe, ami the peasants 
collect on u stated day to gather these 
sacred olives, whicli they buy from the 
chiindi, and always at the highest nairkel 
value.
